The “dry farming” accomplishments of Edwin 
Baker, a focal man. who spends some of his time 
in the city, looking after other businesses, are too 
remarkable to be passed over lightly, With only 
one rain on his three acres in turnips near the 
Twin Cities by the use of modem dry farming 
tools and methods, Mr. Baker has already sold 
$700 wosth of turnips and turnip greens, from 
his present crop, and the crop due to market $800 
worth of the same products from the same acres 
before Christmas. ’

In addition to what he did with turnips, Mr. 
Baker began this summer to raise okra, and on 
about an acre pf ground he has raised over $500 
of that garden vegetable. 
Four acres of ground, then are to bring in over 
$2,000. 
Such an accomplishment is a practical 
demonstration of the possibilities of fanning right 
here at our doors. There has been no difficulty 
in finding a market for either the turnips, the 
greens or the okra. Those products were sold like 
hot cakes throughout the cities.

It is said that only a few new tools are neces­ 
sary to enable ‘dry” farming to be done here in 
the Tennessee Valley, and that the main thing, is 
to work the produce frequently but not very deep. 
It has been shown that ground holds the moisture 
much better, if it is not disturbed to a great depth 
—once the ground at planting time has been 
worked according to the approved rules.

A Canadian employed by the Dominion as a 
tester of apples grown in the government experi­ 
mental orchards stated in an address before the 
American Pomological Society in Atlantic City 
Wednesday that,he has eaten an average of 16 ap­ 
ples a day tor 26 years and they have kept him in 
good health. There may be no connection between 
the two things. ^It may merely be a co-incidence 
that he remained well while eating apples. But it 
probably is significant. 
Therl is a saying “An apple a day keeps the 
doctor away.” It is b^sed on scientific truth. Hie 
early settlers of this country, being engaged in 
Arduous muscular work, required meat. They did 
not regard fruit as food, but as a luxury of no nu­ 
tritive value. 
The habits of life of people of to­ 
day, comparatively few of whom 
perform 
the 
rough manuel toil that was the daily portion of 
the pioneers, make meat less necessary; and fruit 
has been found to contain elements which make 
it an important article f diet. In hig treatise on 
“The New Dietetics” Dr. J. H. 
Kellogg 
says: 
“Fruits may justly be regarded as 
among the 
most refined as well as the most delicious of na­ 
tural iood products. Their attractive aroma, due 
to the presence of essential oils, thir tasty and 
refreshing juices, ogether with 
their 
valuable 
sugars, vitamins; salts and acids, give to them a 
very important place in the category of useful 
foodstuffs.”
